Council iday 
Buy Sottener 


The City Council has under con- 
sideration the purchase and instal- 
lation of a water softner and iron 
remover for the City’s water sys- 
tem as a major municipal im- 
provement for'1951. As a mat- 
ter of fact such a project has been 
considered by the Council for a 
number of years but not “until re- 
cently has any practical method of 
financing the purchase been 
available. City Manager Daven- 
port has now worked out a plan 
y..means-of which the purchase 
can be made and the cost met by 
small monthly additions to the 
city water and sewer bills. 

Installation of the new plant 
would remove practically all of 
the grains of hardness caused by 
iron and calcium which compose 
the largest part of the unwanted 
mincral elements in the city 
water. 

The advantages of soft water 

oo numerous to men- 
tion, but a few of the most out- 
standing are as follows: Soft 
water leaves no scale or sediment 
in hot water pipes or in steam 


-}heating plants or hot water sys- 


tems. It does not discolor sinks, 
stools. bath tubs or other recep- 
tacles. When used for sprinkling 
it eliminates discoloration of 
house paint, stones, etc. A city- 
wide soft water system would 
save enough soap and soap pow- 
ders for householders each month 
to more than pay for the small 
additional charge that would be 
made. Nylons, silks and other 
fabrics washed in soft water last 
much longer and “dishpan” hands 
would soon be a thing of the past. 

To pay for this new plant would 


ing a monthly charge of 25c to the | 
ordinary home water bill or 10% 
of the monthly charge for large 
users, sufficient incorne would be 
realized to pay for the system. 
While the individual charge would 
be small, the aggregate would be 
enough to take care of the cost.
